ROOSEVELT HIGHWAY 
BEAUTIFICATION BEGUN 


HARRIS CITY, Ga., Jan. 19.— 
The first step in the movement to 
beautify Roosevelt, highway, between 
Atlanta, the capital city of the south, 
and Warm Springs, destined to be the 
part-time capital city of the nation 
after March.4, was taken here. 

A planting of shrubbery, consisting 
of cherry laurel, juniper and cedrus 
deodora, was made at this point on 
the Roosevelt highway by the Hogans- 
ville Nursery Company, under the su- 
pervision of J. Wilkinson, owner of 
the nursery concern. 

Announcement of the start of the 
work, which will continue until the 
entire highway is _ beautified, was 
made by Mrs. Eugene Brown, of 
Manchester, a co-worker in the move- 
ment, which is under the leadership 
of Mrs. J. Render Terrell, of Green- 
ville, permanent chairman of the com- 
mittee, 

Mrs. Brown stated that the gen- 
eral planting of the highway for Meri- 
wether county will include cedrus deo- 
dora every 200 feet, interspersed with 
plantings of magnolia trees, crape 
myrtle and roses.

SEEK S-F007 CHANNEL 
FOR SAVANNAH RIVER

WASHINGTON, Jan. 
Representative Vinson, ‘ democrat, 
Georgia, today expressed the hope 
that district and divisional engineers 
in Georgia again would approve the 
construction of a nine-foot channel in 
the Savannah river from Savannah to 
Augusta at a cost of about $9,009,- 
000. The project is being urged by 
the Georgia delegation which attend- 
ed.the rivers and harbors congress 
here. 

The question, already once 
proved by army engineers, has 
sent back to the district and 
sional engineers by the board of 
neers. 

“If they find now that the nine- 
foot project is unfeasible, then we 
can get work started immediately on 
the six-foot channel.” Vinson said. 
“That already has been authorized, 
and although no specifie appropria- 
tions for the six-foot channel with 
one lock and dam have been made, 
we can get the army to allocate 
enough of its lump sum fund to start 
the $1,500,000 project.” 

The Georgians had several confer- 
ences with army engineers and the 
Georgia representatives in congress in 
connection with the project of deep- 
ening the Savannah river.

Bussey, state boys’ 
club agent of the University System 
of Georgia, that Joe Fullbright, of 
Stephens county, is State Cotton Club 
champion and that William Johns, 
also of Stephens county, is State Corn 
Club champion. 

Joe Fullbright produced 2,576 
pounds of seed cotton on an acre of 
land, while William Johns produced 
123.28 bushels of corn on an acre. 

Joe’s 1,004 pounds of lint cotton 
and 1,572 pounds of seed returned 
him $81.28. It cost this clubster 
$34.71 to produce this acre of cot- 
ton, leaving a net profit of $46.71 
on an acre of cotton produced and 
sold in a year when the price of cot- 
ton was lower than it had been in 
some 40) years. For this achievement 
young Fullbright was awarded a cot- 
ton duster by the . Atlanta Utility 
Works. 

The total cost of producing William 
Johns’ acre of corn was $21. When 
he weighed it and found he had pro-

duced 123.28 bushels on an acre, he 
found that the corn had cost only 
19 cents per bushel. 


MACON AUDIENCE 
ENTRANCED BY ART 
OF RACHMANINOFF 


MACON, Ga., Jan. 19.—As Sergei 
Rachmaninoff sat at his piano in the 
city auditorium of Macon Thursday 
evening he painted for his audience a 
vision of art in its most supreme 
moments; he revealed what seemed to 
be the peak of all virtuosity, he spoke 
in tonal terms of poetry and drama, 
and he declared himself an inimitable 
master. 

Opening a program planned to 
please everyone, from the discrimi- 
nating musician to the appreciative 
layman, with the 32 variations in C 
minor by Beethoven, played with mas- 
terful scope and dignified interpreta- 
tion, and closing with the dazzling 
pianistic fireworks of a Liszt ‘‘Rhap- 
sodie,” be completely carried his au- 
dience into his own world of tonal 
imagery. The enthusiastic rose to re- 
call him time and again to play as 
encores “Troika” by his beloved 
Tschaikawsky, “Polichinelle.” his own 
composition, and “The Smuggler,” 
Schimann-Tansig. 

To cite the highlights of his pro- 
gram would be to elaborate on each 
number, so artistically perfect were 
his performances. The Chopin group 
included “Valse in A Flat’ abound- 
ing in exquisite lacework, “Nocturne 
in F Sharp,” a dream web woven in 
Gossamer-like tones, and “Ballade in 
A Fiat,” vibrating in emotional 
fervor. 

In the Weber-Tansig “Invitation to 
the Dance.” the last number before 
the intermission, his tremendous pi- 
anistic skill rose to eestatic heights. 

His own “Prelude in C Sharp 
Minor” called for enthusiastic ac- 
claim, and apvother lesser heard “Pre- 
lude in F Sharp Major” won no less 
popular favor. 

Rachmaninoff’s transcription of 
“Scherzo” from Mendelssohn's ‘‘Mid- 
summer Night's Dream,” the lovely 
Liszt arrangement of Schubert’s ‘‘Sere- 
nade,” and “Brooklet,” Schubert- 
Rachmaninoff, followed in order to 
precede the last group. 

The Liszt “Etude in D Flat” was 
one of the most inspirational and 
stirring numbers of the program and 
contrasted well with the final “Rhap- 
sodie.”’ 

To have heard Rachmaninoff is to 
have heard a genius.

ARRINGTON SENTENCED 
T0 PRISON FOUR YEARS 


ROME, Ga., Jan. 19.—A. B. Ar- 
rington was found guilty on a charge 
of attempted kidnaping by a jury 
here Thursday night and sentenced 
to four years in prison. The jury was 
out ten minutes. The charge grew 
out of an alleged plot to kidnap four- 
year-old John Berry Turbidy. grand- 
son of John M. Berry, and hold the 
child for ransom. 

Harry “Buck” Walker, also indict- 
ed on the same charge, was found 
guilty and given the same sentence as 
Arrington on Wednesday. 

Arrington today took the stand in 
his own defense and, reading from 
notes, talked for one hour, outlining 
his acquaintance with D. G. Goings, 
informant of local authorities in the 
plot, and Harry Walker, convicted 
Wednesday of the charge and sen- 
tenced to four years in prison. 


The courtroom was packed by lead- 
ing social figures of Rome as Ar- 
rington, scion of a prominent Rome 
family, made his valiant stand for 
freedom. 

The accused flatly denied ever hav- 
ing mentioned kidnaping, money, John 
Berry’s grandchild, or any other fac- 
tors in the case, and steadfastly pro- 
claimed his innocence of all charges 
in connection with the case. 

The case went to the jury shortly 
before 7 o’clock, Arrington’s statement 
being the only evidence put up by 
M. B. Eubanks, counsel for the de- 
fense. 

The prosecution used Carl Shiftlett 
and Raymond Spratling, goth alleged 
to have been approached by Arring- 
ton but who refused to go through 
with the plot; C. I. Harris, deputy 
sheriff, and Joe Turbidy, father of the 
intended victim. D. G. Goings, who 
posed as a member of the gang but 
acted as informant of the authorities, 
was not placed on the stand by the 
prosecution at either trial.

Dishwashing time affords little fun, 

But listen and I'll tell how it is done 

By those who can do it the easiest way 

And so have time to go out and be gay. 

Dishwashing at best is one part. of 
housework that most of us are not too 
fond of. And that part of dishwashing 
which I somehow seem to particularly 
dislike is washing silver. However, 
have discovered that a little ammonia 
—not too much—in your soapy water 
will make your silver’ bright and 
shiny. Also, the silver will need less 
cleaning and polishing with this 
method. 

When ammonia is used in your 
dishwater you may leave your dia- 
mond rings on. (provided, of course, 
you are lucky enough to have any, 
these days), because this will make 
the diamonds sparkle. Chemists and 
jewelers have told me that a weak 
ammonia solution is used regularly for 
cleaning jewelry and gold and silver, 
and is not injurious. 

The actual dishwashing itself need 
not be such an unpleasant task in this 
day of plenty of hot water. Scrape 
your dishes and then hold each one 
under the hot water faucet until it 
is almost spotless. Stock your dishes, 
placing all dishes of a kind tagether. 

After that, more than half the bat- 
tle is over and the rest is clear sail- 
ing. Use hot water with plenty of soap 


(or soap flakes) and change the water 
frequently. Place your dishes in a 
rack and pour very hot water over 
them.

As for those bug-a-bears, the pots 
and pans—you will find that if you 
soak them as soon ag your are fin- 


ished using them that you will save 
yourself a great deal of rubbing and 
scrubbing. Fill greasy pans with hot 
water and a little sal-soda in i: and 
let them stand. Soak any of your 
dishes which have contained eggs, 
dough, or any starchy material, in 
cold water. 

Hot water will discolor and crack 
bone, ivory or mother-of-pearl han- 
dles of knives or forks, Sccur steel 
knives but never silver plated ones. 
When washing glasses, dip both the 
inside and the outside in hot water 
at the same time. It is unequal ex- 
pansion (caused by heating one part 
too suddenly) that cracks glass. 

Now that I have told you various 
ways of cleaning things, I'll give you 
one or two recipes which may make 
it worthwhile to soil these same 
dishes. 

Cream of Asparagus Soup. 
Cut off tips of asparagus and 
put the remainder of the grass 
through a fine sieve. Melt one 
tablespoon of butter and add to 
this one tablespoon of flour.

Add this to the wa- 
ter the asparagus has been boiled 
in. Then add one teaspoon of salt 
and 1-4 teaspoon of pepper. Add 
the pulp which you strained. If 
too thick, add cream until it is 
the right consistency. Add tips of 
asparagus just before serving. ,

EARLY ACTION SEEN 
UN $3 AUTO TAGS 


House May Get Measure 
Monday Under Present 
Schedule in Committee. 


Early action on Governor Eugene 
Talmadge’s proposed reduction in the 
price of automobile tags to $3 each 
was forecast Thursday after Highway 
Committee No, 2, of the house, voted 
to report favorably on the proposal. 


The committee acted on a Dill by | 


Representative Harris, of Richmond 
county, the floor leader and Repre-. 
sentative Scott,,of Thomas coupty. No 
ancendments were offered and it was 
expected that the measure would be 
up for final passage on the floor of 
the house Monday. 

Despite the action of the commit- 
tee, it was still believed about the 
capitol that the final disposal of the 
auto tag situation would result in 
$3 tags for small cars, $5 and $6 
tags for medium sized cars and $10 
for large cars. The price of tags now 
ranges from $11.25 to $25. 

Conference Seen. 


It was reported that leaders of the 
house had agreed to pass the $3 tag 
bill and that it will be amended in 
the senate and that the $3 to $10 
range will be agreed upon by a con- 
ference committee. 

A stormy reception for any plan to 
raise new taxes, whether it is a gen- 
eral sales tax or an intangible tax 
law with “teeth” in it, was forecast 
in the ways and means committee 
Thursday at an ctor meeting of 
that revenue-raising body. 

Several representatives joined in 
the vigorous discussion after a resolu- 
tion by Crawford{ of Union, had been 
read, asking the appointment of a 
joint committee to investigate the 
sales tax in Mississippi and other 
states and writ a general sales tax 
measure in 20 days. Action on the 
resolution later was postponed. 

Culpepper, of Fayette, chairman of 
the appropriations committee in 1931, 
said he would support a sales tax for 
educational purposes only and would 
have that tax relieve the ad valorem 
tax burden. Davis, of Mitchell, said 
he would back a sales tax if it could 
be fixed so as not to destroy small 
merchants, and relieve the pressure 
of the ad valorem tax. 

Asks Cut in Appropriations. 

Simmons, of Decatur, opposed levy- 
ing any more taxes and asked instead 
that the appropriations committee be 
requested to cut down its appropria- 
tions. He pointed out there are 243 
different taxes in Georgia “when we 
don’t need but’ three’ and named 
those as the intangible tax, income tax 
and “a reasonable sales tax.” 

Lanier, of Richmond, spoke agains 
the sales tax but favored levying in- 
tangibles. He offered a resolution for 
a committee to report on the advisa- 
bility of lowering the exemption on 
inheritance taxes, putting a levy on 
luxuries and non-essentials, and re- 
ducing income tax exemptions. The 
committee deferred a€tion on this reso- 
lution. 

Davis told of conditions in his home 
county and said he would not vote 
to put on more taxes. He pointed 
out there is “danger of the federal 
government levying a sales tax,” and 
draining that field of revenue. 


Culpepper Anxious. About Schools. 


Culpepper said “we must get our 
feet on the ground.” He said the 
threat of schools being closed by April 
1 was one of the most severe prob- 
lems facing the state. 

Culpepper suggested the state take 
over the schools, and pay for their 
maintenance out of a sales tax thus 
doing away with the state and county 
ad valorem taxes. “It would take 
off $10 per thousand in my county 
in ad valorem taxes,” he added. 

The Fayette representative _ esti- 
mated that a 5 per cent sales tax 
would raise $25,000,000 which he said 
would run the schools “better than 
they are being run now.” 

Myrick, of Chatham, inquired how 
Culpepper proposed to apportion the 
money, and Culpepper’ replied he 
would leave it to the state board of 
éducation, or set a certain amount 
for each child in the schools. 

The committee set next Thursday 
afternoon for a hearing in the hall 
of the house on the bill by the Rich- 
mond delegation taxing chain stores. 
It will hold a public hearing Tues- 
day afternoon, also in the hall of the 
house, on a bill to continue the pres- 
ent 20 per cent tobacco tax.

Atlanta Dog Owners 
Face Disease Menace 


Auburn Professor Discovers What Is Believed 
To Be Cure for Heart Worm. 


By Ralph McGill. 

A new scourge of the dog world, 
ing the attention of veterinarian scientists and surgeons as the new dis- 
ease, presumably brought to the United States by tropical mosquitoes 
during a mild winter, continues to claim’ victims by the hundreds. 

Dr. I. M. Hays, assistant professor of veterinary medicine at Auburn, 
has discovered what appears to be a cure for the new disease, which is 
‘at the epidemic stage in the south. 
Rife, of Atlanta, have been given his experimental chemical formula by 
Dr. Hays in order that a balance or ‘‘control test” may be made. 
report success with cases which are discovered early. 

Entire kennels of fine hunting dogs 


have been wiped out. All dogs are. 
of course, subject to the disease but 
it passes unnoticed until too late in 
the ordinary house dog or kennel dog 
which is not used in hunting. 
MOSTLY IN SOUTH. 

The disease first began to attract 
attention only a year ago. It ts 
found mostly in the south but has 
been discovered as far north as the 
Canadian border. The cure is almost 
positive when discovered in time. All 
dog owners are urged to watch their 
charges carefully and have them ex- 
amined at .the first signs of the dis- 
ease, 

The chemical formula for treatment 
will be available in all sections as 
soon as Dr. Hays is convinced that 
it is a definite cure. 

The story of the new disease and 
Dr. Hays’ work is presented as fol- 
lows by Elmer Salter, Constitution 
correspondent at Auburn, after an in- 
terview with Dr. Hays: 

“The new disease is caused by 
threadlike worms, diro-filaria-immitis. 
which live unattached in cavities of 
the heart and large blood vessels. Oc- 
casionally they may be found in tis- 
sues outside the blood vascular sys- 
tem. Adult worms attain a length 
as great as 16 inches, do not lay eggs. 
but give birth to living young which 
travel freely in the whole circulation. 

MOSQUITOES CARRIERS. | 

“Development of filaria in epidemic 
form occurred last spring, probably 
because of the invasion of a tropical 
mosquito during an unusually mild 
winter. Fleas and mosquitoes are !n- 
termediate pests and transmit the dis- 
ease from dog to dog. 

“The disease cannot be diagnosed 
positively from clinical examination 
and accurate diagnosis can be made 
only from microscopic examination of 
freshly-drawn blood, where the young 
parasites may be seen swimming 
around. No definite set of symptoms 
is seen in all cases, but most cases 
manifest lack of endurance in sport- 
ing dogs, rough hair coat, lack of 
general condition in spite of proper 
food, quick, wiry pulse, secretions 
about the eye slightly indurated su- 
perficial lymph glands and a lazy at- 
titude. In more severe cases, there is 
extreme weakness, a progressive 
anemia and often a chronic indiges- 


ition. accompanied by acitesud. 


“Very unusual symptoms are often 
noted and can be correlated directly 
with the heartworm infestation. In 
some cases,” Dr. Hays said, “we have 
observed blindness, loss of voice, par- 
alysis of the hind legs, fierce looking 
skin lesions and convulsions. “Count- 
less thousands of sporting dogs are 
dying and becoming unserviceable be- 
cause of heart worm,” said Dr. Hays. 

“Many dogs infested with heart 
worm when the infestation is light 
will sometimes go on and give g 
service for a long time. However, no 
dog can be at his best when harbor- 
ing these parasites. Their blood is 
stagnated from toxic metabolic prod- 
ucts of the parasites. The toxic 
metabolic products of the parasite 
produce degenerative changes in the 
blood and this lowers the general re- 
sistance and renders the animal more 
susceptible to other diseases. Also 
a deg with a light infestation cannot 
be in the best of health,” said Dr. 
Hays.

Football rules have come in for a large whirl of publicity year after 
year; but after all, these interest fewer people than the rules of another 


game. 
These are the rules of golf. 


In football there may be a hundred thousand players directly in- 


terested. 
often baffled or bewildered. 


The millions of spectators are only mildly interested and too 
But in golf there are three million or more 


who are not only directly, but emotionally, interested in rules, which 
may affect play at a dollar nassau or a dollar a hole.

‘‘Probably the commonest cause fore 


golf rules misunderstandings and de- 
bates,” he said, “is the failure of 
golfers to realize that there are at 
least three different popular types 
of competition, and that there are 
variations in the rules for each of 
these types. 

“These are single matches, three- 
ball and four-ball matches and medal 
or stroke play. 

“Tf a muddle comes up, and the 
players are sufficiently interested to 
look up the rule, they probably find 
one for singles matches and apply 
it to the case at hand, which may be 
a four-ball match. 

“There is likely to be a difference 
in the rules for the very point in 
dispute between the two types of com- 
petition. This, of course, is speak- 
ing of the troubles generally. ‘There 
are plenty of specific cases; if you 
want to hear them. 

“Take practice swings, for exam- 
ple. Just when and where can a 
player take a practice swing without 
penalty? Anywhere, at any time. 
That is, there is no restriction against 
simply making a practice swing. 

“But—and get this—if in taking 
a practice swing at a ball in play, 
the player moves, bends or breaks 
anything fixed or growing, or in any 
conceivable way changes the lie of 
the ball or improves his chances of 


hitting it, he loses the hole, not for 
making the practice swing, but be-. 
cause in making it he violated one of 
the several rules that may relate to 
the case. 

“The rules, through a footnote to 
Rule 15, try to simplify *his matter 
by permitting a player to make prac- 
tice swings without restriction more 
than a club length away from the 
ball. So play it safe—step a club- 
length away before making your 
swing. 

“This thing of playing a_ pro- 
visional ball is another puzzler. When 
a player plays a ball which lands in 
territory in which it is likely to prove 
lost, or, if it leaves him in doubt 
whether or not it is in bounds or out, 
e may then and there play a pro- 
visional ball. 

“This means that if the first ball 
is found in bounds and playable, the 
player picks up the provisional ball,

By uniform 
rates, the sponsors believe that con- | 
sumption and revenue will be increas- 
ed correspondingly. 

The American [Petroleum Institute 
and S, Clay Williams, of Winston- 
Salem, N. C., president of the R. J. 
Reynolds Tobacco Company, have laid 
the propositions before the committee.

Answer: When you hit a man 
in the solar plexus, that network 
of nerves behind the stomach, you 
knock him out. And when life ad- 
ministers a blow to a_ sensitive 
man’s pride, he is temporarily 
knocked out. Before the blow fell 
on your hushand you had the inti- 
mation that he was sensitive and 
was jealous of his manly preroga- 
tive to he financial head of his 
house. His pride was damaged by 
your insistence upon retaining your 
job. As it turns out it was a wise 
course you took but his realization 
of the fact does further damage to 
his pride. 

‘Nothing causes the sensitive to 
suffer more than injured pride. We 
can’t be pleasant and agreeable 
companions to our loved ones when 
we are in bodily pain. A headache 
or a toothache will make a sweet 
tempered person cross and ache of 
the spirit will do the same thing. 

Look at the divorces that occur 
among the couples where the wife 
attains notable success and the man 
is forced to slink in the half light of 
her fame. It is happening over and 
over in Hollywood. Only the wise

The relation of the int@rstate com- 
merece commission and the federal 
courts in an allied bill for railroad 
re-organization prepared by Represen- 
tative J.aGuardia, republican, New 
York, had been the cause of a sharply 
worded controversy. 

But LaGuardia and Chairman Sum- 
mers, of the committee, got together 
today, and drafted a compromise 
which they believe will be accepted by 
the majority of the committee mem- 
bers. 
The chairman was so certain of it 
that he said “barring the unforeseen, 
the bill will be reported tomorrow.” 

Once out of committee, the measure 
was promised a quick and pleasant 
journey through the house. Speaker 
Garner favors its general principles. 
So does President Hoover. 

Broadly speaking, the legislation, as 
it now stands, would enable the in- 
dividual or the corporation to get an 
extension of time to pay debts, or to 
scale them down to their capacity to 
pay. 

Corporate re-organization, whether 
railroad or otherwise, could be set in 
motion voluntarily or involuntarily. 
Twenty-five per cent of the creditors, 
holding 10 per cent of the gross 
amount of the indebtedness, could ask 
for a re-organization. If two-thirds of 


the creditors and the courts approve, | 


the company might find itself on an 
entirely new basis, both as to the 
amount it owes and as to its capital 
structure. 

In the case of railroads, the plan 
would he worked out by the interstate 
commerce commission for the approval 
of the federal court.

He asked the 
mayor to personally investigate the 
case and unless he found “some fla- 
grant violation of peace and good or- 
der of the community, to let them go 
warning,” adding that it 
magnanimous ~ gesture 
from you, and one that will help the 
general situation.”
